Ernest Hemingwa y died July 


3, 19 6 1. Seven years earlier the 
Swedish Academy of Literature 


gave him the Nobel Prize. Only 


America’s Sinclair 
Lewis, 
Eu­ 
gene O'Neill, Pearl Buck and 
William Faulkner had been pre­ 
viously honored 
and only John 
Steinbeck has been honored since. 
We lead the British and Ger­ 
mans slightly but are far behind 
the French. Since a Frenchman 
won the first Nobel Pnze, at the 
» tart of this century, it has 
gone to 11 more, and to six 
Amneans, 
five 
Britons, 
five 
Germans, four Italians, three 
Norwegians and Swedes, 
two 
Danes, 
Poles, 
Russians 
and 
Swiss, and to one national of 
aach of eight other countries. 
Hemingway often called “The 
Snows of Kilimanjaro'’ the best 
thing he ever wrote, saying: 
“ All my books started as short 
stories. I never sat down to 
write a novel.” 
But Heming­ 
way’s preference for something 
written long after several works 
that most critics prefer seems to 
substantiate 
an 
interesting 
re 
mark to me by Andre Maurois. 
Andre Maurois once kindly 
took me to an investiture at the 
Académie Française and there 
observed, 
walking 
a m ong 
France’s greatest men of letters, 
that “most writers — including 
myself—feel profoundly indiffer 
ent to their early work and in 
tolerably bored if compelled to 
reread it.” Then he added that 
a notable exception was Balzac. 


Hemingway 
was 
Apparently, 
typical. 
He 
wrote that 
curiosity 
is 
what makes you fish as much 
as anything. Curiosity was the 
mainspring in him. 
“Africa is in me.” said Henry 
Morton Stanley. 
Africa was in 
Hemingway, too—in a combina­ 
tion of sympathy, understanding, 
pity and fear. 
Long before that, Italy was in 
him. 
It was in Italy where the 
hopes and faiths that were lifted 
out of the mud and blood and 
agony of the war died with the 
death of his characters’ dreams. 


Spain? 
A wise Spaniard has 
described 
the 
country 
as 
a 
“dulce anarq uis”—a gentle an­ 
archy. The surface is sometimes 
calm, deceptively so; but Spain 
is everlastingly a cockpit of con 
flict. Goya caught this subsur­ 
face current with his brilliant 
brush, Hemingway with his pen 


He had, of course, a common 
bond with Paris. 
I suppose he 
might have been buried there. 
But you somehow get the feeling 
that Hemingway never found the 
common bond with the French 
that graces his writing about 
other Latins. 
We are told that in Heming­ 
way's earliest years he was con­ 
sumed with a passion for a beau­ 
tiful woman he had not met. She 
is called Fame. Nonsense. I was 
no Ernest Hemingway intimate, 
but I knew him early. I was 
starting on ' The 
Kansas 
City 
Journal while he worked on The 
Kansas City Star. To those who 


claim they could recognize his 
genius early and at once, I can 
only reply that I know not a sin­ 
gle soul on the Star or Journal 
who did. He pushed into any a r­ 
gument like a nose into beer 
froth, but Fate was not even 
dropping a good hint. 
He became a great writer be­ 
cause he had a true talent, 
somehow born in him, not a 
synthetic talent. Then he worked 
at it. And if history shows any 
superior writer who did not work 
at it, work at it, when he was 
working, I don’t know who it is 
or ever was. 
Hemingway said, “ Prose is ar­ 
chitecture, not interior decorat­ 
ing ” The function of a word is 
to make things real. Modern 
English is a rich and living mix­ 
ture of French words with their 
Latin roots and the blunt Saxon 
of early Britons. Hemingway’s 
prose had the emphasis of dis­ 
ciplined brevity. But he was not 
trying to save words. He was 
using them. 
He is a permanent rebuke to 
so-called instent writers. 
Good wTiting is not written, it 
is rewritten. It rides astride re 
vision, revision, revision. Listen 
to Hemingway telling biograph 
er A. E. Hotchner that he re­ 
wrote the ending of “A Farewell 
to Arms” 39 times on the manu 
script and galley proofs “ trying 
to get it right.” “ Finally,” he 
says, “I got it right.” 
He died at the bidding of self 
doubts that gradually tiptoed up 
behind him and filled his mind 
to overflowing. This was the 
tragic harvest of a great writer 
We can only weep for his blight 
ed hopes and lost illusions.

The Fourth of July was once 
a 
time for tub-thumping patriotic 
speeches Now it is a day devoted 
to getting killed on the nation’s 
highways. 
But through all the 
years of our nation’s history, it 
has been a day of contemplation 
for those of our more thoughtful 
citizens. 
It has been a time to 
take stock of our nation’s virtues 
and weaknesses. 


The daily papers are more than 
ready to keep us informed of our 
weaknesses. Each day’s edition is 
packed with stories of protest 
marchers and of civil disobe­ 
dience. of murderously inflamma­ 
tory’ statements by the Stokely 
Carmichaels and their ilk, and of 
senseless disorder. 
But this is 
not all of America, however much 
the liberal town criers may try’ 
to convince us. 


On this Fourth of July week­ 
end. it may be well to recall the 
w’ords uttered by President John­ 
son on June 27 before the nation­ 
al convention 
of 
the 
Junior 
Chamber of Commerce in Balti­ 
more: 
“ During a week a short time 
ago,” Mr. Johnson said, “our 
newspapers and our TV programs, 
radio commentators informed us 
fully about the protesters and the 
‘peaceniks’ wrho invaded the Pen­ 
tagon. They came there to stay 
—they walked over the tulips; 
they sat down on the steps; they 
slept in the halls. After we had 
analyzed it all carefully and the 
reports had been fully given— 
sometimes dramatically and oc­ 
casionally emotionally—the ‘sleep- 
ins’ numbered 12, 
a bare dozen. 
“During that very same week 
there were 10,000 young Ameri­ 
cans who voluntarily — on their 
own—walked into the military en­ 
listment centers directed by the 
Pentagon and volunteered their 
services and their lives for Amer 
ica . . . Unfortunately, 
a student 
carrying a sign or a protester 
wearing a beard, or an attention 
seeker burning 
a draft card in 
front of a camera can get more 
attention—and more billing—than 
all 10,000 of these volunteers.” 
The same can be said of the 
many thousands of Negroes in 
Washington w’ho go to work each 
day. who spend evenings and 
weekends tending the lawns of 
their attractive homes, who live 


on friendly terms with their fel­ 
low whites, and who would like 
to see the rabble-rousing self- 
styled “leaders” disappear into 
thin air. Yet every incitement to 
riot, arson, and mayhem by Negro 
extremists, every act of violence 
by Negro hoodlums makes page 
one. 


On every college campus, the 
LSD trippers, the pot brigades, 
and the Vietnik agitators are over­ 
whelmingly outnumbered by se­ 
rious students who look ahead to 
productive lives in the national 
community as lawyers, doctors, 
businessmen, writers. 
Even in 
Berkeley, where some members 
of the faculty have taken on the 
agit-prop job of incitement, the 
young people seeking an educa­ 
tion out-number the noisy advo­ 
cates of free speech and filthy 
speech movements. 
The summer will be just as long 
and just as hot for the respon­ 
sible members of the Negro and 
student communities, yet they will 
act as all decent people have 
acted 
under 
similar 
circum 
stances: 
They 
will 
complain 
about the heat and go on about 
their business. 
Like the 10,000 young men who 
enlist every week for service 
in the Army—and in Vietnam— 
they know that the ineq uities of 
our society are not solved by 


creating new ineq uities for the 
rest of the country. They realize 
that we are in a time of crisis, 
fighting • tough 
and ruthless 
enemy abroad and seeking to 
ceep our house in order at home. 


They are, in short. Americans 
—the Americans we should honor 
on this Fourth of July. The Viet- 
niks and the beatniks are cut 
from the same cloth as those who 
complained of the rations and de­ 
serted in droves when the going 
w’as rough at Valley Forge, the 
summer soldiers” of Tom Paine, 
the men who never understood 
what Benjamin Franklin meant 
w’hen he said, on signing the De­ 
claration of Independence, “We 
must all hang together, or assur­ 
edly we all shall hang separate­ 
ly.” 
They call themselves indi­ 
vidualists. but they are the col­ 
lective sheep of a Judas-goat New 
Left. 
The greatness and goodness, ft 
generosity hitherto unknown in 
the history of nations—these are 
forgotten by the purveyors of 
civil scandal. But on this Fourth 
of July, they should be remem­ 
bered and honored. 
“America 
w’as promises,” the poet Archi­ 
bald MacLeish wrote. 
Most of 
those promises have been kept— 
for which we can thank the God 
whose bounty we enjoy.

Before you decide whether to 
send your child to a summer day 
camp you should consider the 
following: He will be better off 
at home if he is highly creative 
and full of enthusiasm for proj­ 
ects of his own devising, if most 
of his friends will be available 
to play with, if you yourself can 
arrange an outing or two for him 
each week or if you have in­ 
vestigated the local days camps 
and are not satisfied with their 
facilities, 
sanitary 
regulations, 
programs, etc. 
On the other hand, your child 
will derive great benefits from a 
day camp if there is no suitable 
place for him to play outdoors 
near your home, if he needs en­ 
couragement to meet new friends 
or to engage in outdoor sports, 
or if his friends will be attending 
and he has his heart set on it. 
There are other factors that 
may influence your decision but 
the important point is that no 
general rule can be made to fit 
all children. Your child is an in­ 
dividual and w’hat wras best for 
his brother or sister is not neces 
sarily what will be best for him. 
Q—As a result o f so me horse­ 
play my 8 -year-old son got chew­ 
ing gum in his eyebrow’s and hair 
I couldn’t get it out. What would 
you suggest? 


A—You ha v e a cho ice of three 
proven methods. (1) You can 
cut 
away the gummy hair, 
(2 ) y o u 
can apply ice cubes direct from 
the freezer to the gum, making 
it brittle enough to 
be easily 
removed, or (3) you can 
rub in 
some warm milk chocolate, allow 
it to dry then wash it 
o ut with 
soap and warm water. 


Q—My son, 5 , has a man-sized 
colon and has trouble having 
a 
bowel movement every day. Will 
he 
outgrow 
this 
condition 
or 
should he have some sort of 
treatment? 
A—In perso ns with this inborn 
defect it is normal to have one 
very large bowel movement every 
three to nine days. Studies should 
be made to determine whether 
or not normal nervous control of 
your son's colon is present. If not 
it may be necessary to have the 
involved segment removed. 
In 
any case he will not 
o utgro w it. 
Q—I ha v e been ma king a n egg 
drink every day for my son be­ 
cause otherwise he would not 
t a k e 
enough nourishment 
a t 
breakfast. Although I don’t use 
cracked eggs I wonder if there 
is any danger of his getting Sal­ 
monella poisoning from this. 
A—There Is no danger. Non­ 
alcoholic eggnog is liq uid custard 
and is an excellent food for pei> 
sons of any age.
